2. WE NOW EXPECT VOTE ON KOREA RESOLUTIONS EITHER MONDAY OR 
TUESDAY DEC 9TH OR 10 AND HOPE WE CAN OBTAIN MORE 
COMMITMENTS TO AT LEAST ABSTAIN ON HOSTILE RES FROM 
AFRICAN ADDRESSEES. ROK IS OF COURSE LOBBYING INTENSIVELY 
HERE AND, WHERE APPROPRIATE, IN CAPITALS. 
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
